NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Tho Herald has tho 


following special from Atlauta, Ga.: The 
Kiinball Houso, a hotel famous as a monu- 
ment of tha reconstruction era, was discov- 
ered to be cai fire. Tho flames burst forth 
from the rear portion of tho building from 
causes as yet unknown, although iucondiar- 
ism is suspected. 


The flames quickly ran through the flume 


and hallway until tho entire building was a 
sheet of fire. To those on the street ,tho fre- 
quent appearance of startled guests at tho 
fourth and fifth story windows' sent suud- 
dci-s of f«ir. Tin's, however, was needless, 
Cor Mr. Scovill, the proprietor, with tho en- 
ergy for which ho is remarkable, put all his 
forces to work arousing the guests. Tho re- 
sult was that, though tho - immense, six-stoiy 
structure burned with such rapidity as to be 
a heap oE ashes within an hour, not a .single 
person was killed or oveu scorched. .'Some 
scenes of escaping inmates -would have been 
laughable were it not for; the great danger 
under which they acted. There wero in the 
hotel over 800 persons, and as they rushed 
down, women in night gowns and men in 
equally scanty clothing, they presented a 
most unique appearance ou the sidewalk. 


The hotel was built by H. J. Kirnball, and 


was owned by Kobert Toonibs, John Kico, 
Joseph P. Thompson and others. It cost 
£600,000 and tho furniture ?t:Jo,000." Th« in- 
surance . is only SSO.OOO, scattered among 
m-iiy companies.

Nicw YORK, -Aug. 13.—A special cable has 


tho following description of the scene at 
Ischia when tho earthquake occurred: Tho 
first indication of the coming disturbance, ac- 
cording to the evidence of several survivors, 
was by a low, threatening, rumbling noise, 
which presently burst forth into one fearful 
roar, as though heavy artillery was being 
continuously fired in tho immediate vicinity. 
In the nest second tho houses wore rocked 
about liko boats on a boisterous soa, and then 
wero shaken into fragments. 
A few, but 


only a few, inmates reached tlio open air be- 
fore tho crash came. 
Tho vast majority lay

onds tho earth was tossed about with 
wild upheavels in all directions, many 
of tho torror-strickeu inhabitants flying 
shrieking to the shore, where they wero over- 
whelmed in their flight and buried by tho 
falling Wnements or tbe tremendous quanti- 
ties of dobris lying about.

To add to the horrors of tlio situ- 
ation, houses' half shaken continued to fall 
upon tha miserable people seeking for shelter 
from tho general ruin. For. hours there was 
little or no relief for tho poor sulVeri.-1-s.

tlio ollorts ami appliances wero nntiroly in- 
adequate- to oopo with the disaster. A per- 
formance was being given in tho theatre at 
(ho time, but, thu buildiug being of light.con- 
struction, most i-C the audieniMi escaped with 
slight in juries after tho shocks pascal over.

Throughout that livelong night the cries of 


those partially buried rang through the air. 
From out tho earth itself deep groans were 
repeatedly ht-.'ird, mingled with frenzied cries 
for deliverance.

Tlio Situation at rittstbui'sanrt Vicin-

FITTSIJUUG Aug. ]Ii.—Tho pig iron business 


continues to be fairly active, tho demand is 
still increasing, and brokers report that there 
is now but Uttlo difficulty in effecting stiles, 
aud while the spirit of the market indicates 
firmness, prices as compared with those of u 
week ago romum unchanged. 
31111 owners 
having light stocks are. disposed to buy, and 
for standard brands there is no difficulty in 
obtaining full prices. Some furnaces are im- 
pressed with .tha belief that prices are des- 
tined to rulo still higher within the next few 
weeks, and Cor the present they aro virtually 
out of the market, refusing to sell at cuiTent 
rates. Foundry iron continues dull, many of 
tho foundries being idle, but prices, especially 
for mill brands, arc (irir.cr. There has been 
a fair business in Bessemer- iron this week, 
and prices aro quoted steady at §21 cash 
to ?21.CO four months. Charcoal iron is re- 
ported dull, consumers generally being prctiy 
well supplied; no aggregate sales of bitumin- 
ous. Coal and coke iron mado from lake ore 
during tho week wero 4,100 tons, and of coke 
Iron, from native ore, l.ijOi tons. In manu- 
factured iron there is on increasing business. 
Orders aro coming forward nioro freely, tho 
mills aro nearly all in operation again, and 
somo of them havo about all they can do.

,. Tho president's house, says Tho Philadelphia 
•Times, was, of course, open on the evenings ot 
regular receptions to any man who Imd a 
clean face and wora n decent coat. Ths crowd 
gathered there on rjch occasions was a motly 
assemblage. Wido latitude was allowed in 
tho matter of dross, and the hideous, thou&li 
patriotic, homespun; figured sldo by side with 
tho pretty toilet, whose possessor had run tho 
blackudo or como south under tho flag of 
truco. Such dresses as those wore rare- and 
merely served to emphasis- tho now calicoes 
and carefully-preserved sir. • and wonleiu in 
which most of tho ladies prr ..•iitwerourrayod. 
'Mr, Davis invariably \voro citizen's dross at 
these receptions, but tbo blazo of ofllcors' uni- 
forms inado.briUiant tho .spacious rooms of 
tho old-fashioned mansion. 


Probably tho president of tho Confederate 


.state) was tin most unpopular man within 
their limits. 
Grave, gentle, cordial, mid 


.dignified, liis manner* in tho presidential 
mansion wora ull that uould bo desirod, Imt 
outsido ho was brusque to the verge of rude- 
ness, and carried his prlvato prejudices Into 
public lifo. Tll8 Eiaminor attacked him 
fiercely and orltiolsod him mercilessly. John 
M. Daniel's brilliant intullact and keen satlro 
made his paper a power In tho country, ami 
it -ma by far tho most popular among south- 
ern journals.. Thus Mr. Davis' mistakes, und 
they TT»I-O many,, woro fully bald up to tho 
public view, whils the people wero duly in- 
formed of all quarrels in the Confederate 
•cabinet or with tha generals of tho army. 
Perhaps tho chief cause of his uupopularily 
washi* scarcely concealud onmity to Gen. 
Lee, who was. on tho othor hand tho idol of 
tho-army, ana through It of tho people at 
home. 


Probably nothing but Leo's stately courtesy 


and perfect self-control .prevented an open 
Vapturo between-himself and Davis. • tt was 
often charged that only the foar of an opon 
revolt In tho army kopt Davis from ondciiv- 
-oring to. remove Leo from tho command o£ 
' the Confodcrato forces. 
Doubtless any such 


step would have provoked a revolt, but tho 
vexed queition of Ktnto rights stood also in 
tho way. 
Loo was tho choson cliiof of tlio 


Virginia troops, and.as such could not u;;vo 
boon removed by oven tho prosidont of tho 
Confederacy. 
Indeed, Virginia claimed a 


poiition among tho bolllgeront' otatos. "Tho 
mother oil states and statesmen" hud, in 
tardily uccoptlua th« Federal constitution of 
17S9, expressly reserved tho .right to with- 
draw from tbo Union under certain coa-' 
tlngonoies, a right tacitly acknowledged nt 
thfl tima by tho rest of tlio "Old Thirteen." 
Nono of the other seceded states having made 
tho samo stipulation, »ho was, therefore, in 
her own oyo» more than 
any other, a 


sovereign 
itate 
assorting 
her 
sover- 


eignty. . Even JoCt Davis had too much pru- 
dence to provoke an open Issue between Vir- 
ginia and tho Confederacy, and thus the Old 
Dominion t«ld her reg-is over her favorite 
son,-who, lu fact, wag In tho Confederate 
army nth»r from loyalty to his state than as 
an-advoeate of secession. 


Mrs. Davis TTO« handsome, and woll accus- 


tomed to society by years of life in Wash- 
ington. She discharged her duties as mis- 
trpn of the presidential mansion with a quiet 
grttc* and dtenlty which, If It won her few 
friends, at alleventamade her no enemies. 
Sho was eminently .domestic in her tastes, 
.devoted to her husband and children, and, 
after tb.0;terrlbla death of her little boy, who 
was klllod:durlng the second year of tho war 
by afa.ll from tho high porch in the rear of 
tho. house, she withdrew from sociaty as 
much as possible, leaving her sister to fill lior 
place. This tho young lady was nothing loth 
to do, and, tndaed, magnifled her office to 
ouch an extent—os-tho;Richmond ladies said, 
"gave herself such aim"—that aha cnmo iu 
for h»r full share of tho ill-feeling toward 
her brother-in-law. 


• Mrs. Lee was an invalid; whose delicato 


-health confined her almost altogether ;to her 
own house. She held the office of president 
of tbo Soldiers'Aid society by the wish of 
the trholo country1, but tho uctivo duties of 
the post devolved chiefly on tho vice pres- 
idents.

daughters woro leaders, of 


course, leaders in society, and were loved 
and admired no less for their own attractions 
than, their, fatbert »ako.

But little ol thetr wealth was portable, state 
bondspaldiio dividends, and the stawlaw 
prevented the forciblo collection. of debts;

The men were'in the 
army on .bogjorly Ipay, ^hilo tha woman 
toiled in the governmental offices for a mora 
pittance. Thus many of tho most refined and 
cultivated people in ths city wero Jn actual 
want of all .but tho rawest necessaries of life, 
and sometimes oven of them.
